5. Claims 1 -2, and 5-1 9 are considered allowable since prior art made of record and 
considered pertinent to the applicant's disclosure does not teach or suggest the claimed 
limitations having method for selectively enabling during a search operation, of a 
content addressable memory array including step of setting or precharging the 
matchline segments to a first search result condition indicative of a mismatch or a miss; 
and step of selectively enabling a second match line segment only, in response to the 
second search result condition in the first matchline segment.
